It may be said now, finaily, that few ingui- 
ries are made tor the Pathfinder, 
the peneralepinion prevailing that the aero- 
nauts have met with the sad fate preaicted the 
second day atter their flight from 
Lindell Park. All theories re 
garding their whereulbouts have been exploded, 
and plans tor sending out expeditions to 
search tor them have been abandoned.Friends 
and relatives share the general belief that 
nothing. more will be heard from the twe 
men, and have § rec>oaciled themselves 
-to the inevitabie tacts surrounding the acci 
dent. Mr. Williaia Burr, brother of George 
Burr, who accompanied the Professor, stated 
last evening to @reporter that be entertained 
vo hopes of ever his brother again, 
which is the echo of all others acquainted with 
the untortunate affair.

Nineteen days have now elapsed since Prof. 
Wise and Mr. Burr sailed trom st. Lonisinthe 
ill-fated balloon Pathfinder. All sorts of wise 
and unwise theorics have been advanced as to 
the probable fate otthe aeronauts, but doubt 
covers ull the finest spun probabilities, and the 
heart sickens at the thought that they perished 
of starvation in some wilderness or were 
drowned in one of the lakes. 

The balloon (forit was unquestionably the 
PatlL finder) was last seen ata point between 
Miller's Station, an the Lake Shore and Michi 


gun Southern Railroad, and an indefinite place 
twenty miies west of La Porte, Ind., sailing 
Que northeast. This course w ould have taken 
them across Lake Mic bigan diaznally, aud 
did ige report that the „alloon was seen at 
Spring Luké, Michigan, at 3 0’clock a. ., is 
correct, and we believe it is. 

1 hose who hold to the foolish theory that the 
balloon deacended in Illinois, 100 miles from 
St. Louis, ask this question, viz.:‘*‘Why is it, if 
the balloon went beyond Illiopolis, that nocir- 
culars were found beyond that point?“ This is 
easily caplained 

There was more ballastinthe carthan we at 
first supposed. The St. Inis and Iron Moun- 
tain Railroad Company had 150 ths of circulars, 
and there was besides a bago!t sand weighing 
not less than 50 the. Mr. Burr's instructions 
were to distribute only a few of these circulars 
in lilimois, and if possible reserve the bulk of 
them for the State ol Indiana, jn the event of 
that territory being crossed, 

Now, we are of the opinion that, atter pass- 
ing Dliopolis, the discharge of circulars was 
di-continued and the sand bag resorted to. 

There weretwo kinds of circualars—one lot 
With line printed on the margin, informing 
the one whe found it that it was dropped 
from Wise’s balloon. The other lot had 
no such distinguishing mur ks. We 
cling tothe opinion thatthe Pathfinder sailed 
beyond Luke Michigan and descended in some 
forest, and, the aeronauts, being injured prob- 
abiy, were notable te reach civilization and 
sturved. Thisfate is more horrible to contem- 
plate than the other and possible one, viz. 
that they found watery gravesin Lake Michi- 
gun or further on in Lake Iuron, 

THE VETERAN ABRONAUT. 

As we were about preparing a sketch of the 
career ot Mr. Wise, our attention was directed 
tothe following in the Lancaster (l’a.) New 
kia, from the pen of one who knew him well. 
It is brief and truthful, and much more con- 
cise than anything we could write. We quote: 

John Wise was, perhaps, the equal ef any 
man who ever followed the business of au aero- 
nuut. Green, the famous English air naviga- 
tor, isthe only one who may successtully dis- 

mute his pre-eminence. His career as a ba- 
oonist covered @ long life. Forty-four years 
ugo he made his first venture into the myste- 
mous felds of ether that lie above us, and 
So greatiy was he entranced by that 
early voyage that its influence deep- 
ened into what became the master passion of 
his after life. The interest created in his mind 
by that first tip never died out, but grew with 
bis years until it finally culminated in last Sun- 
day'’statal departure. Neither difficulties nor 
periis daunted him. He was master of the 
ballooning business, so tur as any man may be 
saidto be its muster. In his 462 voyages he 
gained an experience that served him well in 
mANnY a trying hour. 

Thet hisfinvestigutions have resulted in eu- 
larging the domain ot our knowledge in me 
teorology and its kindred sciences is beyond 
dispute. He was aman of vigorous intellect, 
anu likeiy to throw light ou any subject to 
which his investigations might happen to be 
directed.

Duties on 1 Marble. 

WASHINGTON, October 17.—The Treasury 
Department orders that the importation of 
pedestals or monuments, which are no part 
of a statue, be classified as manufactures of 
marble liable to a duty of fifty per cent ad 
valorem.

The Testimony Concluded in the 
Reeves Case. 


- 


Medical Experts on the Mental Condition 
of the Defendant. 


Public interest in the ease of the State against 
William C. Reeves, charged with assault to 
kill in shooting bis wife, Lizzie Reeves, on the 
7th ot last July, now on trial in the Criminal 
Court remains unabated. The eourt-room was 
comfortably filled before the opening 
hour, and throughout the morning 
the Closest attention was paid 
to the presentation ot the hypothetical case 
und the opinion of the medical experts as to 
the defendant’s insanity at the time of the 
commission of the crime. Mrs. Reeves stiil 
remeins by the side of her husband, hoping 
for the best, and endeavoring to cheer him up 
with hersmiles. Sheis a wonderful little wo- 
nen, and has impressed the jury strongly in 
favor of the defendant. 

Reeves seems to realize the position wherein 
he is placed, and looks wretched and broken 
at the bare thought of what the jury may de 
termine to do at the close of the case. The 
State is presenting a strong prosecutian and 
pushing it to the last degree. Mr. No- 
land, who is conducting the Bea 
cution, is handling i 
thorcugh mannerand will convict if week a 
thing is possible. 

Mr. Merrick who has charge of the defense is 
doing his utmost and saving several points in 
cuse an adverse verdict is fount and he is com- 
pelled to ask tor a new hearing.

The fact of his naving tired feur shots at his 
wife ot three months, each ene with fatal in 
tent, bas been overlooked, forgotten as it 
were, when the picture of their devotion to one 
another is witnessed.

The States’ hypotnetical case presented the im- 
aginary individual (Reeves) who had 
Jabored for two years and a halt ina building 
without comments from either his employeis 
or fellow workmen. Under his charge was a 
young girl whom he daily instructed and 
eventually married. Three months fol- 
lowing he wentup into another room, sought 
out his wife and shot her Vith 
out a word ot wurning. When i:rrestel 
he offered no resistance and stated to the ofti- 
cer that no man hadaright to interfere with 
man and wite. The day foilowing he gave his 
jnilora full bistory of the case, even to the 
minutest detail. Three months later he fully 
comprehended his situation and testified ra- 
tionally as to the crime and seemed in full pos- 
session of his natural senses. That offered 
by the detense differed in every essential. 

The fact of the individual (Reeves) having 
been

the previous season and then subjected to a 
continual atmospheric beat of 114 degrees in a 
workroom was one of the principal features 
which euperindoced temporary ins in- 
uy.

health, and where he engaged in the fur trale, 
In afew vears he laid the foundation fer the 
handsome fortune he leaves behind him. 
Hie returned to St. Louis, and was, tor many 
years, in the mercantile business, selling most- 
ly to those who were going West. His most 
important contribution to the good name ol 
the citv was the building of the Southern 
Hotel, which was burned down in 1877, and 
whichis now being rebuilt by Mr. Thomas 
Allen.

Refusal of the Coal Operators to Give the 
One-half Cent Asked For. 

The members of Coal Exchange, who repre- 
sent between seventy-five and eighty per 
cent of the coal coming to St. Louis from 
the Belleville district, met this morning 
at the Exchange, in the Hunt building.

The opera- 
tors can with ease supply the city demand 
from sources at their coumand outside of the 
striking district.

The factis thatthe helly movement has as- 
sumed formidable proportions in this State— 
notso much because helly is Out stumping 
or is of any weight in himself, but he supplies 
aralljing point for all the anti-Tiiden ele- 
ment, which is very large. Homer A. Nelson, 
late Democratic Secretary of State, said to- 
day that Kelly would have 35,000 votes in New 
York City, and neurly 70.000 in the State. 
Bets are being offered that Kellv's 
vote will be $0,000, Some put it as high as 
$100,000.

Gen, Adams Sent as an Envoy to 
the Hostile Camp. 


Possession of the Captive Women and Unacon- 
ditional Surrender of the Savages 
to be Demanded. 


[From the Denver Tribune, Oct. 15.] 

Gen.Chas.Adams,formerly agent for the Utes, 
and now special agent forthe Post-oftice De 
partment, received notification by telegraph 
last night that at the request of Secretary 
Schurz he bad been detailed for special work as 
representative of the Interior Department 
among the Indians. 

The General stated in speaking of his mission 
and what his instructions were, that his main 
Object would be to reclaim the women of the 
White River Agency, who are supposed to be 
captives in the hostilecamp. He will leave 
Denver on the Rio Grande train this morning, 
and hurry as tast as possible to the Uncom- 
pabgre Agency. which point he expects to reach 
Friday. Iie will take an escort of 
iriendly Indians from the agency, and if possi- 
ble secure the company of Chief Ouray or Chiet 
Sapuvanuro, or both, and vy hard rides and in 
the quickest possible time go to the camp of 
the hostiles, whéch, the General believes, is 
located on Grand River, about seventy-five 
miles fromthe agency. He will demand the 
immediate surrender of the women if in camp, 
and that the hostiles lay down their arms. It 
these demands are not acceded to, Gen. Adams 
will at once withdraw and notify the Denpart- 
went andthe military. The tenor of Secretary 
Schurz’ pronunciamento leaves no doubt as to 
the contingent proceeding on the part ofthe 
Government; the Indians must be brought to 
justice and by the military. Tne troops will 
take care of the hostiles, while Gen. Adams will 
endeavor to keep at peace those Indiaug 
were not engaged in tne Meeker. Thorn 
butcbery. ‘ 

In the event of the acquiescence of the Indi- 
uns in General Adams’ demands it 18 not un- 
derstood that they are to be accorded leniency. 
Hic holds out no promises except the general 
one that their good conduct will be reported at 
Washington, andjprompt compliance with the 
demands will be taken into consideration by 
the Government. 

General Adums entertains the opinion that if 
the White River Agency women ure alive he 
will have them safely under his protection in 
ten days. If thev are dead he will be aware ot 
the terrible fact in that time. He will bein 
constant communication with General Merritt, 
who bas been advised of the appointment, and 
the chances are that in case the Iadians hol: 
out in their course, General Adams’ report 
will be promptly tollowed by a rapid advance 
of the troops. The Tribune bids the gallant 
General God speed.

Miners Fortifying. |

To be on the safe side, the miners have built 
a block house, and organized a company, with 
Mr. U. M. Curtis as captain. Curtis is known 
all over the country as a Ute interpreter. He 
has almost lived among the tribe for voars, and 
his opinion concerning themis perhaps worth 
as muchas that of any other man living. 
This is, in brief, that it is useless to conjecture 
upon the prospective Indian question. It will 
settie into a matter ot fact. Circumstances 
alone will determine if all the tribes and bands 
will unite in a general war. Keven if the chiefs 
be peacexrbly disposed it may become iwpossi- 
bie for them to restrain the young bucks. 

THE UTE STRENGTH. 

Mr. Curtis’ estimation of the population of 
the reservation, including Uintah, in Utah, 
westofthe White River Ageney—which is 
likely to combine in ease of trouble—is 7,000, 
and be says that ai} the districts cannot muster 
more than 3,000 fighting men. The White 
River Agency cannot muster atorce of more 
than 300 Warriors, according to the last dis 
tribution about a vear ago. The leaders would 
probably be Chiefs Douglass, Sauwick and 
Colorow does not command more than 
eight or ten lodges. Mr, Curtis distributes the 
maximum fighting force us follows: Twelve 
hundred Southern Utes, 500 Curay Utes, 300 
White River Utes, 300 under Chiet Canesh, and 
about 700 trom the Pintesand Pieds.

OURAY, October 9.—To-day fifty stand of arms 
and three thousand rounds of ammunition ar- 
rived here from Lake City. We had three 
thousand rounds ot cartridges and one hundred 
guns previous tothe late arrival, which gives 
us forty roundstothe gun. This amount isen- 
tirely inadequate for even one very small en- 
gagement, and then for want of clothing and 
subsistence stores many of our best fighting 
men are going out where they can procure these 
necessariessmore cheaply. We are right onthe 
frontier only ten miles ‘from the line of the 
reservation, and twenty-five miles from the Los 
Pinos Agency. 

SOUTHERN UTES AT LOS PINOS. 

We have information to-day that 150 war- 
riors of Ignacio’s band of Southern Utes had 
arrived attheagency. What they any do in 
this vicinity cannot now be known, but we 
should be prepared forthe worst. Itis hardly 
probable that Ourav's influence will be of any 
avail. He cannot control any one. The Indians 
for along time have been jealous of tne influ. 
ence he has exerted over them and most of 
them are glad of an opportunity to assert their 
independence. 

Ouray would ayert a war with his people if 
he could, but he thinks he realizes the fact 
that he is out of power. 

The effort of the agent and his employes here 
to make it appear that the Indians are without 
blamein the murder of Father Meeker and the 
attack upon the United states troops at the 
White River agency and Milk Creek meet with 
a very cool reception. As to the stories manu- 
factured at the Los Pinos agency for that pur- 
pore, they deceive no one. The general im- 
pression here is that either the Utesor the 
whites must go, with the preference in favor of 
the Utes going. 

Our people are much alarmed at the prospect 
tor winter. Ordinarily supplies have come in 
regularly over Mear’s toll road all winter. Now 
freighters are alarmea at their danger,and will 
probably refuse totake any mere freight tor 
this place.

Conjectures as to What All the Negotiations 
Mean---Fears of Difficulty Between 
England and Russia. 


[Cable Special to the New York Herald.) 
LONDON, October 15.—Various rumors that 
have deen floating about in political circles 


durin o past few weeks now seem to take 
on ore detinite character. 

The following summary of the political sit- 
uation is based on information which I have 
succeeded in obtaining from very good au- 
thority: | 

Prince Bismarck during his sojourn in 
Vienna has succeeded in securing a secret 
defensive alliance between the German and 
Austrian Emperors. This alliance is strong- 

proved by England,though she is not ac- 
fone arty to the understanding. 

T — 1 ations between England and Russia 
are at this moment almost critical. The 
friendly interchanges between the two powers 
which were recently observable have given 
way to evidences of jealous diplomatic ques- 
tionings. England has been watching with 
no little fear the progress of the Russian ex- 
a against the VTekke Turcomans, and 

» question of a possible Russian occupa- 
tion of Herat has been discussed in 
all its bearings on the now absorbing Central 
Asiatic question. Russian journals urge the 
Czarto extend his territory in Centrai Asia 
down to the Hindoo-Koosh, and to secure 
Herat. On Monday last Count Schouvaloff, 
the Russian Ambassador, had an interview 
with Lord Salisbury, when he was instructed 
to breach the question as an arrangement 

respecting Afghanistan, unt Schouvaloff 
proposed that Russia have the juris“ 
diction of the casten of Afghanistan, 
while England shoul possession of the 
western part as far ast ndoe Koosh. Lord 
Salisbury declined in the most emphatic, even 
harsh terms: that England would not allow 
Russia to meddle in any Way Whatsoever in 
the matter. Ile said that the future of Af- 
ghanisian has to be settled by England exclu- 
siveiv.Count Schouvaloff persisted in advocat- 
ing the plans suggested by his government,and 
seeing Salisbury’s stubbornness, proposed 
Various other plans of settling the Central 
Asiatie difficulty. But Lord Salisbury refused 
to consider these propositions. Thus the in- 
_terview terminated. 

Count Muenster, the German Ambassador 
atthe Court of St. James, has had several 
interviews with Lord Salisbury during the 
past two weeks, and it is believed that his 
explanations respecting the present political 
situation onthe Continent influenced Lord 
Salisbury in his unusually emphatie language 
to Count Schouvaloff. It is also rumored that 
the English Government has lately succceded 
in obtaining certain assurances from the Shah 
— Persia of such 1 nature 

to atisfy Lord Beacons- 

field that,in the event of complications aris- 

ing between England and Russia, Persia will 

mot side with the latter power. The Shah’s 
assurance, it is thought, may have resulted 

from his knowledge of the bad plight of the 

Russian expedition against the Tekke Tur- 

comans, and Lord Salisbury’s emphatic lan- 
guage is probably based on the certainty that 

in a race for Herat the English troops could 

undoubtedly reach tirst the goat. 

All information received bere seems to point 
to the probability that the Russian expedition 
is moving slowly * has received a definite 
check. The Daily News this afternoon pub- 
lishes a letter from St. Petersburg which con- 
firms the news of the de- 
feat ef the Russians at Geok Tepe. 
The letter savs: ** The advance column of the 
expedition, after an ineffectual assault’ on 
Dengiltepe, retreated on the main body, 
which fell back to Beurma during the night. 8 

A dispatch from Berlin to the Standard 


Says: 
»The truth about the Geok Tepe affair is 
gradually leaking out. The assault on the 
Dengiltepe earthworks was mae on the 
Plevna pattern. After an ineffectual cannon- 
adethe Russians made a rush with fixed 
bayonets,’ but were repulsed 
retreated in disorder. The 
coman cavalry, attacking

A Distracted Mother Cr. Creates a Sensation 
on Broadway— * Sympathetic Crowd 
— Ihe Child Placed in His Father's 
Charge by the Police.

Two young gentie- 
men, unknown adherents in the ladv’s 
cause, had run forwardand caught theteam.
